This  Assignment  Booklet  is  worth  60  marks  out  of  the  total  100  marks  for  the  assignments  in 
Module  7.  The  value  of  each  assignment  and  each  question  is  stated  in  the  left  margin. 

Work  slowly  and  carefully.  If  you  have  difficulty,  go  back  and  review  the  appropriate  topic.  Be 
sure  to  proofread  your  answers  carefully. 


Section  1 Assignment:  Diverse  Experiences  and  Diverse  Texts 

Read  all  parts  of  your  assignment  carefully  and  record  your  answers  in  the  appropriate 
places. 

1.  At  the  beginning  of  your  look  at  poetry  of  the  seasons,  you  brainstormed  a list  of  words  and 
phrases  associated  with  a season  that  you  like.  Then  you  used  your  list  to  write  a description 
of  one  moment  during  this  season.  In  this  assignment,  you  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
describe  this  moment  using  a different  text. 

Create  a visual  representation  of  your  written  description.  The  method  you  use  to  create  your 
visual  representation  is  your  choice.  You  may  make  a collage,  do  a drawing  or  painting,  or 
use  a computer  to  create  your  representation. 

Submit  your  visual  representation  with  your  Assignment  Booklet.  Be  sure  to  label  your  work 
with  the  following  information:

• module  number  and  name

Poetry  is  intended  for  the  listener’s  ear  as  well  as  for  the  reader’s  eye.  In  this  section,  you 
listened  to  two  poems — “The  Shark”  and  “Low  Tide  at  St.  Andrews.”  For  this  assignment, 
you  are  asked  to  select  a poem  about  an  encounter  with  nature  (other  than  “The  Shark”  or 
“Low  Tide  at  St.  Andrews”)  and  do  an  oral  reading  of  the  poem. 


You  may  choose  one  of  the  poems  from  “Environment:  Encounters  with  Nature”  in 
Crossroads  10,  you  may  select  a poem  from  another  source,  or  you  may  choose  to  read  a 
poem  that  you  have  written. 

Read  your  selected  poem  aloud  several  times  using  the  poet’s  punctuation,  line  breaks,  and 
word  arrangements  as  signals  to  help  you.  Try  different  phrasings,  varying  your  volume, 
pacing,  and  pitch. 


When  you  are  satisfied  with  your  oral  interpretation,  record  your  oral  reading  and  submit  it 
with  your  Assignment  Booklet.  Your  reading  should  begin  with  an  introduction  that  states  the 
title  and  author  of  the  poem. 


Be  sure  to  label  your  recording  with  the  following  information:

Journal  Scoring  Guide 

Carefully  edit  and  proofread  all  journal  entries  that  are  shared  with  a reader  (partner  or 
teacher), 

10  marks:  The  thoughts  are  perceptive  and  original.  The  content  is  detailed.  The  writing 
is  well  organized,  and  the  ideas  flow  logically.  Transitional  devices  linking  or  contrasting 
ideas  are  used  skilfully  and  effectively.  The  language  is  precise  and  creative. 

8 marks:  The  thoughts  are  perceptive.  The  content  is  detailed.  The  writing  is  well 
organized,  transitions  are  clear,  and  the  ideas  are  easy  to  follow.  The  language  is  accurate 
and  clear. 

6 marks:  The  thoughts  are  well  considered.  The  content  is  relatively  detailed,  allowing 
the  reader  to  understand  the  ideas  and  point  of  view.  The  writing  is  organized  so  that  the 
ideas  are  easy  to  follow.  The  language  is  straightforward  and  clear. 

4 marks:  Little  time  was  spent  thinking  about  and  reflecting  on  the  ideas  or  questions 
that  were  presented.  Few  details  have  been  provided  to  allow  the  reader  to  understand 
and  appreciate  the  message.  The  ideas  are  not  easy  to  follow.  The  language  is  vague, 
general,  or  inappropriate  to  the  task. 

2 marks:  Less  time  than  necessary  was  spent  on  this  journal  entry.  The  entry  doesn’t 
adequately  cover  the  topic  or  explore  the  important  ideas.  The  ideas  are  not  supported 
with  details.  The  ideas  are  difficult  to  follow  because  the  language  is  vague  or 
inappropriate. 

Insufficient:  The  journal  entry  is  off  topic,  is  illegible,  has  been  handled  inappropriately, 
or  lacks  sufficient  detail  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the  assignment.
